Lene perforams'd the pare 
of a moſt faithful and prudent Servant ro Hic 
Majeſty, ſhewing her obleryance, when any op-. 
porrunity would allow ir, and ar other times 
aQing her part in the diſguiſe with much diſ- 
cretion, + n 
But His Majeſties particular Gifls to Briſtow 
and ro the houſes of ſeveral loyal ſubje&s, 
both in Somerſetſhire, Wiltſhire, Hampſhire agd 
fo to Brighempſton in Suſſex, where He, abou 
the end of 0#ober 165 1.took ſhipping,and lan- 
ded ſecurely art Deip in Fraxce, and the ſeveral 

' accidents, hardſhips and encounters, in all that 
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ut Hes Majeſty himſelf ; fince the much la- 
mented death of that faichfal Subje& and ex- 
cellent Souldier the Lord Wilmot, who was cre- 
ated Earl of Rocheſter, as a parr of that recom- 
pence Mis Majeſty thought due to {o great a 
fidelity. ' 

The very next day after His Majeſty was 
gone from Boſcobel, being Monday the 8. of 
September, two parties of Rebels came thither, 
the one being part of the County Troop, who

This danger _ over, honeſt William be- 
gan co think of making ſatisfaction for the fat 
Mutcon,and wcacgy render'd Mr.Staunton 
its worth in money ; but Staunton, underſtand- 
ing the Sheep was kil'd for the relief of ſome 
honeſt Cavaliers, who had been ſhelter'd ar 
Beſcobel, retus'd to take the money,but wiſh'd, 
much good ir might doe them. 

Theſe Penderels were of honeſt Parentage, 
but mean degree, fix brothers born at Hobbal- 
Grange in the Pariſh of Tong,and County of S«- 
lep, William, Fohn, Richard, Humphry, Thomas 
and George 3Fobn,Thomas and George were Sol- 
diers in the firſt War for His late Majeſty, 
Thomas was {lain at Stow- fight, William, as you 
have heard, was a ſervant at Boſcobel, Humphry 
a Miller, and Richard' rented patt of Hobbal 
Grange. 

His Majefty had not beenlong gone from 

Boſcobcl, but Col. Carli ſent William Pendcrel 

to Mr, Humphry Ironmonger, his old friend, at 

Wolverhampton, who not only procur'd him a
